PETERSBURG, June 6~An tmperial 
manifesto possibly will be issued tomorrow, 
the empress’ birthday, or on Thursday, the 
festival of the Ascension, which immediately 
will realize the popular fiemand for a par- 
Hamentary régime by creating a legislative 
assembly consisting of two houses. The 
lower house will be called the Gosudarstven- 
nala Duma, “Imperial Duma,” and the up- 
per house Gosudarstvennala Bovet, or the 


} present council of the empire. 


While the upper house will enjoy the pre- 
ponderance and power, the lower house also 
will have legislative functiong and the right 
to interpellate ministers, the plan also in- 
volving the responsibility of ministers. 
Delays in the elaboration of the machinery 
of election will be obviated by the employ- 
ment of the law of 1864, under which land 
owners and property owners in the cities and 
villages, including peasants, elect represent- 
tives to the zemstvos, which in effect places 
representation on a property basis. The em- 
peror retains complete control of the legis- 
lative assembly with the right of veto and 
power to dissolve assemblies and 
new elections. | 


The assembly will be presided over by a 


-member of the choosing. Mem- 


bers of the assembly will be elected for 
three years. Ministers and chiefs of bu- 
reaus will be members ex-officio of the leg- 
tslative assembly.

TRIED TO BLOW UP: THE OREL.| 


Russian Officers and Sailors of Captured 
Battleship Caught in 
Eight of Latter’ Shot. 


TOKTO, June 6.--While 'the Japanese were 
denver the surrendered battleship Orel 
some of the Russian officers’ and sailors be- 
haved disgracefully. Capt. Yunick was ly- 
ing in his bunk seriously wounded. Ten en- 
gineers plotted to explode the ship’s maga- 
zine.

The Japanese on board remonstrated, and 
the captain of the Orel was greatly agitated 
by the cruelty and the mutiny of his crew.. 

His death, 
thirty minutes before the Orel reached 
Maizuru, was, hastened bead these painful in- 
cidents.

He never left the bridge, nor seemed reck- 
less. When he returned to Sasebo he gave 
strict orders that no officers or men were 
to leave their ships. All business was trans- 
acted through the admiral in command of 
Sasebo. 

Admiral Togo has quitted his ship only 
for a-short time since the victory on June 2. 
He then went ashore solely to visit ne 
Rojestvensky. 

The fleet loves Admiral Togo. His re- 
straint adds to that genuine sentiment. He 
is ready at any moment to resume work. 

Submarines Were Used.

Schev- 
tchenko, the greatest poet produced by Little 
Russia, and the son of a serf peasant, was 
not only exiled to Siberia, but likewise re- 
peatedly subjected to the knout for his writ- 
ings, in spite of which thousands of copies 
of his poems, breathing vengeance and free- 
dom, were printed in Austrian Poland, and 
distributed throughout the length and 
breadth of Russia. Alexander Herzen is an- 
other of the eminent Russian men of letters 
who was first imprisoned and then deported 
to Siberia. 

Turgenieff, the tamous whose 
‘works have been so widely read in this coun- 
try, took refuge abroad after having been - 

subjected to several terms of imprisonment, 
and when his body after his death was 
taken back to Russia for interment the burial 
took place at night by order of the govern- 
ment, in silence and in secrecy, without any 
religious service, precisely as if it had been 
the funeral of a convict. Nor must I omit the 
name of Theodore Dostowefski, author of 
that masterpiece entitled “ Crime and Pun- 
ishment,”’ one of the most important chef 
@ceuvres of Russian literature, who, after 
being condemned to death for his writings, 
had his sentence commuted when on the 
scaffold to tem years’ hard labor in the 
mines of Siberia, whence he eventually 
emerged a completely and physical- 
Jy broken man.
